the medical examiner said. 

He had laid on the bed and taken the 
poison, and in the convulsions which fol- 
lowed he bad fallen to the floor. His wife 
heard a sound as of someone falling, and 
this caused her to go quickly to the sleep- 
ing chamber. Within less than five min- 
utes five physicians were at his side, Drs. 
Kingman, Towle, Watson, Glancy and 
Parker. Dr. Kingman was the first to 
arrive, and there were signs of life in the 
body when he first sought for pulsations. 
They were very slight, however, and it 
was evident that the poison had done its 
work beyond apy means of averting the 
fatal result. In less than a minute Dr. 
Kelliher was dead. 


The story of the crime with which he 
was charged follows: 


On July 18 of this year Dr. 
Kelliher and Hugh J. McGinn were 
arrested by Detective Haberlin of Paw- 
tucket and Detectives David C. Thorn- 
hill and W. J. Guttman of the Boston 
office of the Pinkerton Detective Agency. 
They were arraigned that afternoon ata 
special session of the district court, Dr. Kel- 
liber on two charges, one forgery, the other 
for conspiracy. Hugh J. McGinn was ar- 
raigned on the charge of forgery. The 
allegations were that Dr. Kelliher had en- 
tered into a conspiracy with persons un- 
known at that time to defrand the Berk- 
shire Life Insurance Company at 
Pittsfield, Mass., of $3500, and the warrant 
sworn for forgery in both instances 
alleged that both men had forged certain 
instruments in connection with the case. 
The allegation was to the effect that on 
June 30, 1897, they did conspire to procure 
a policy on the life of Thomas P. 
McFadden, who at that time was in the 
last stages of consumption. In pursuance 
with this conspiracy, on July 2a man who 
assumed to be Thomas P. McFadden 
appeared before Dr. W. R. Morrison of 
this city, medical examiner for the Berk- 
shire Life Insurance Company, and was 
found to be in apparently perfect health. 
On July 22, 1897, the policy which bad been 
made out was made payable to Francis 
Roach, the amount of the policy on the life 
of Thomas McFadden being $3500, On Aug. 
15, 1897, proof of the death of Thomas P. 


car was piled on top of the locomotive and 
was broken completely in two, and several 
pairs of trucks were piled up in front of 
the engine, which was badly damaged on 
the front. The engine was derailed, and 
stopped just short of toppling over down 
thesteep bank. No one was hurt, although 
the engineer and fireman were consider- 
ably shaken up. The wreck train from 
Palmer commenced work about 8 o’clock 
in the morning and had the track cleared 
by the middle of the afternoon. 

The blame for the accident evidently lies 
with the one who gave orders to have the 
flats left where they were. It has been the 
custom when freights were to pass at 
Monson for one to make the quarry siding, 
which is on a steep grade, and a long train 
will reach nearly to the bridge over the 
highway. No cars are ever left on the 
siding, as a release of the brakes would 
send them downon the mainline. Con- 
ductor Smith of the north-bound freight 
supposed that the track was clear, as usual, 
and so used no precautions in making the 
siding. The cars could not be seen until 
close upon them, and then it was im- 


possible to stop the train, although En- 
gineer Gray, one of the oldest men on the 
road, did his best.

AN UNUSUAL RECORD. 


There are few pastors and congregations 
who can dwell harmoniously together for 
32 years, but that event has been cele- 
brated this week at Wilbraham by Rev.

NOT A CREDIT. 

A condition of affairs prevails in the 
First Hampden representative district 
which is vastly discreditable to the Re- 
publicans, for from one end of the district to 
the other they are circulating statements 
regarding their own candidate which have 
been and are changing votes to the other 
man. Particularly is this so in Monson, 
where the party is always extremely 
critical of any other section of the district 
which does not loyally support the party 
nominee. The work has been going on 
ever since the convention, and the party 
must bear no small share of the blame if 
its candidate is defeated, as it now seems 
certain that he will be. 


LOTS OF SCRATCHING. 


That there will be lots of scratching of 
ballots next Tuesday in this town is a 
certainty, and on this account the exact 
tenor of the town politically as between 
the two great parties may be somewhat 
bard to determine from the returns. It 
would seem however that of the principal 
contests — president, governor, congress- 
man, senator and representative—that for 
senator will more nearly reflect the in- 
clination of the voters. Neither candidate 
is particularly well known in Palmer ex- 
cept by reputation, and there isin neither 
any particular qualification or claim which 
would tend to draw voters from the other 
side. For that reason the vote for these 
candidates is likely to be very nearly on 
party lines.

A SHARP LESSON. 





There has been a disposition locally to 
treat the law making Sunday a close day 
for fish and game with little regard, and 
much fishing and hunting has been done 
on the Lord’sday.

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 





The “ oldest inhabitant ” can scarcely re- 
member when there has been so little 
manifest enthusiasm locally in a presi- 
dential campaign as this year. There is 
very little talk, and apparently very little 
work is being done, Even the Springfield 
candidates for office who want Eastern 
Hampden votes seem to have devoted little 
energy in that direction, quite the con- 
trary to the usual custom. Neither do the 
jocal town committees of either party seem 
to be tiring themselves out with activity. 
What work is being done by them is for 
local candidates, but not nearly so much 
of this prevails as in ordinary years. That 
Palmer will give McKinley a good majority 
is pretty sure, though it is likely to be 
smaller than four years ago on account of 
the increased registration of the other 
party. Crane will of course receive a 
handsome surplus over his nearest com- 
petitor. For senatorin the First Hampden 
district Col. Marsh will undoubtedly carry 
Eastern Hampden by a safe figure; that 
end of the district is normally Republican 
aud there seems to be no reason why the 
vote should be split up this year. The 
next representive from the First Hampden 
district will be John P. Herlihy of Monson 
unless the indications which now prevail 
take a sudden and material change. The 
district is strongly Republican and there is 
no reason why the Republicans should not 
elect their candidate, but for some reason 
he does not seem to be winning the support 
necessary for election. Concerning the 
congressional contest there is the same 
silence which prevails in general, but 
when the votes are counted Senator Kene- 
fick is expected to have a goodly margin, 
though probably not so large as last year 
when he ran for the Senate. Some Re- 
publicans who voted for him for a state 
office will hardly do so for a national place, 
especially when the two parties may be so 
evenly divided in Congress, but he will 
hold « much larger percentage of these 
than the average: person would think. 
Every effort will be made next Tuesday to 
get out the voters, and the vote in Eastern 
Hampden is likely to be a very large one if 
the weather is pleasant.

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Parents Should Visit the Schools. 


The following communication, which the 
JournAtis asked to print, coming as it 
does from one of the teachers in the public 
schools, contains truths which parents may 
well think upon a second time as they 
read: 


It is time that the American school 
system should receive a little more per- 
sonal attention at the hands of the parents, 
and the position of the teacher be more 
clearly undersood. The cry of ‘‘no time”’ 
is not a legitimate excuse. Parents should 
Jind time for a matter which so closely con- 
cerns the future welfare of their own flesh 
and blood. If they engage a physician 
they look carefully into his merits as a 
practitioner, or they examine with care 
into the record of the lawyer whom they 
employ. But what does the average parent 
know of the woman who teaches his or her 
child and wields an untold influence for 
good or for evil over the child’s mind? 
Absolutely nothing. The teacher should 
be better understood and her position more 
intelligently appreciated. Without assist- 
ance from the parents, the school teacher 
fights single handed and against the most 
difficult odds. It will do much for the 
welfare of the children if the parents 
devote closer attention to their school life 
and to those in whose hands their educa- 
tive training has been placed. The first 
thing to do is to visit the schools. Few 
things can he more important than to see 
the surroundings of the children during 
school hours.

One on the Moose. 


As you know, Maine is one of the best hunt- 
ing regions in the world, and though remote, as 
it is, from the busy centres, it is made accessible 
by the net-work of railroads which run in every 
direction into the vast forests of the state. 

Deer are plentiful, and the sportsman who 
roes into the woods and does not bring down at 
east one deer is hardly entitled to be calleda 
sportsman; in fact, they are so numerous that 
they are often seen feeding in the pastures 
along with the cattle. 

Of course, the huntsmanin search of moose 
has to penetrate deep into the forests, and oft 
times the hunt becomes perilous and many 
hardships are encountered, though in the excite- 
ment of the chase the dangers are forgotten. 

The narrations of the incidents of a moose 
huntare always interesting, so that the follow- 
ing notes may not be out of place: 

After a day’s wearisome tramp, we pitched 
camp not far from whatis known asa moose- 
yard. The nightair was bitterly cold, and when 
we awoke we found the ground covered with 
snow—a fine condition for moose hunting. We 
plodded along for perhaps two hours ener we 
came suddenly upon the tracks of a moose; 
these we followed for some time without any- 
thing of importance happening, but justas we 
were about to ascend a slight rise there ap- 
peared before us the form of a moose. He was 
a fine specimen. His antlers spread out with 
kingly magnificerce,and he hardly seemed to 
appreciate the nearness of his captors. We 
moved with great caution, hoping to attaina 
position where a better shot would be possible, 
and justas my friend fired the old fellow, evi- 
dently scenting trouble, started away at a brisk 
gait. The shot, however, overtook him, for 
immediately there was a snort and tearing 
about that was something frightful. The battle 
was thenon, and for a short time it was fast 
and furious. We sought shelter where the 
operations of “his majesty’’ could be observed 
without bodily harm. His thrashings continued 
for some few minutes, when suddenly he made 
a start in our direction, and, to tell the truth, I 
felt a little squirmy; the captain was. right at 
home, and he fired. The shot ploughed into the 
shou'der of the infuriated monster and impeded 
his progress; the second and third shots 
brought him down, and a more pleased party of 
huntsmen is seldom seen.

the most sanguine Republicans in the dis- 
trict outside of Mr. Loudon’s own 
town were conceding the election of 
Mr. Herliby.

Butcher Held Up at Belchertown. 


John Woods, the village butcher at 
Belchertown, was assaulted by highway- 
meu last Friday night about 7 o’clock, 
while on the Pelham road about a mile 
and a half from Belchertown.

MANY SMALL TOWNS SHOW A LOSS. 


Hampden County and the Large Places 
Gain Materially, at the Expense 
of the Smaller Places. 


The census returns for Massachusetts are 
out, and the figures for the towns in this 
vicinity are below. Palmer has 
made a rapid gainin the last five years, 
her increase being 943. Several of the 
smaller towns have lost in the last five 
years, as the following comparison will 
show, the estimate of gain or loss being 
made with the figures of five years ago:

Funeral of Dr. M. W. Kelliher. 

The following account of the funeral of 
Dr. M. W. Kelliher of Pawtucket, R. I in 
formerly of Palmer, who committed 
suicide last week, is taken from the Paw- 
tucket Evening Times of last Saturday: 


At the meeting of Delaney Council, 
Knights of Columbus, Friday night, ex- 
pressions on the death of Dr. Michael W. 
Kelliher were uttered by several of the 
members. They recalled the deep interest 
he always manifested in the welfare of the 
order in general and of the local branches 
in particular, notwithstanding his engross- 
ment in his professional duties. All 
testified to instances of his kindliness of 
heart and intellectual attainments. After- 
wards the Knights formed in line and 
proceeded to the house of mourning. 
There they viewed the remains and in con- 
formity with the ritual, the litany for the 
dead was recited. It was a most impres- 
sive spectacle in all of its parts. 

This morning the funeral was held. The 
large attendance at the house testified 
most strikingly to the esteem in which the 
deceased was held by his army of ac- 
quaintances and friends. Few men had 
more. His six years of creditable service 
as medical examiner, his three years’ 
membership a8 a member of the school 
board, and his successful career a8 & 
physician served to draw public attention 
to him in a way that was reflected very 
noticeably at the obsequies this forenoon. 
In every countenance was to be seen 
sympathy for the aflicted widow, as well 
as sincere grief at the loss of a large- 
bearted friend. 

The deeply solemn prayers for the dead 
were read by Father Quirk of St. Joseph’s 
ecbureb, at which Dr. Kelliher was a& 
devoted attendant and to which he was & 
liberal contributor. At the close of the 
service the parting look at the placid 
features of the physician was taken and 
the lid of the handsome casket was drawn 
into position, never again to be disturbed 
by man. 

When the carriages were filled by the 
mourners, the body was conveyed to the 
hearse by John Jolly, Dr. W. F. A. Gillan, 
Bernard Keenan, Bernard McCabe, Dr. 
Peter Hefferon, Dr. L. P. Darcey, Robert 
Bellow and Bernard McCoy. The slow 
journey to the station was then begun, the 
streets being lined with sympathetic spec- 
tators. As though loth to separate from 
one whom they so much esteemed, men, 
women and children followed to the station 
and waited until the arrival of the train 
for Boston, where the body was taken pre- 
liminary to its transportation to Hingham, 
Mass., the birthplace of Dr. Kelliher. The 
pallbearers accompanied Mrs. Kelliher and 
assisted at the interment. 

Beside his membership in Delaney 
Council the doctor was affiliated with the 
Rhode Island Medical Society, the Provi- 
dence Medical Society, the Medico Legal 
Society and the Pawtucket Medical Society, 
members of which betokened their feelings 
by floral testimonials. As @ consequence 
the display was large and beautiful. 


Fatal Accident at Three Rivers. 

Last Friday afternoon about 3 o’clock 
Lombarde Locardo, an Italian employed at 
the construction of the new dam for the 
Palmer Mill at Three Rivers, met with a 
fatal accident. There have been many 
accidents of a less serious nature at that 
place, but this is the first where loss of life 
resulted. Locardo was at work on & 
staging with a fellow-laborer. The stag- 
ing was supported bya high embankment 
that projected for some distance above it. 
The part of the embankment above the 
staging suddenly fell, burying the men 
beneath it. When the debris was cleared 
away it was found that life was gone. 
Medical Examiner Holbrook of Palmer 
was called, and viewing the body, gave 
permission for its removal. Locardo’s 
skull was found to be injured, and both 
legs were fractured. The funeral was held 
from St. Anne’s church Saturday morning. 
The deceased was about 30 years old, and 
leaves a wife and several children in Italy, 
to whom he was planning to return in 
December, having saved a considerable 


sum of money, which was found tied 
to his person wrapped in a leather 
pouch. The other workman who was at 


work with Locardo was injured, although 
not seriously, by the dislocation of his 
right shoulder, and was taken to the House 
of Mercy hospital in Springfield for treat 
ment. 


No Belchertown Cattle Show Next Year. 


The Farmers’ and Mechanics’ club held 
its annual meeting Wednesday evening in 
the town house. The meeting was called 
to order by President Dwight Shumway, 
and the reports were read by the secretary, 
G. H. B. Greene. A petition signed by 
about 100 men and women, asking that the 
fair be taken off the common as it was & 
disgrace to the town, was then brought 
before the meeting. L. W. Dillon made a 
motion that the fair be held but not within 
a half mile of the village, but it was finally 
voted to do away with it altogether. One 
of the members expressed a wish to have 
his name erased from the list of members 


and ordered the secretary to do so at once, 
after which the man left the hall. The old 
officers were reélected, after which the 
meeting was adjourned. 





Woman Loses Fingers. 

Annie Petas, a Polish woman, was 
seriously injured yesterday morning in the 
spinning room of the Boston Duck Co’s. 
mill at Bondsvile. She was at the sink 
getting water and was standing near one 
of the doors that open when the elevator 
is going upordown. As the door opened 
she placed her hand on it and it was almost 
immediately caught between the door and 


the elevator, which was going down. Her 
hand was terribly crushed. Dr. H. A. 
Smith was called and found it necessary to 
am putate all the fingers.

MONSON NEWS. 


DEATH OF DR. A. T. ROBINSON. 


The News a Great Shock to His Many 
Monson Friends. 





Dr. Arthur T. Robinson, 34, formerly of 
Monson, died at his home in Mansfield 
Saturday afternoon at3 o’clock. His death 
was due to apoplexy. Although he had 
been working extremely hard for the past 
year, he was in his usual health when he 
retired at 11 o’clock Friday night, after 
answering a sick call at 10. At 3 o'clock 
Saturday morning he was wanted, and 
when the bell failed to arouse him Mr. 
Turner, with whom he lived, entered his 
room and found him in an unconscious 
state, from which he never rallied. His 
mother, Mrs. Lorenzo Hutchinson of this 
place, was summoned early in the fore- 
noon, but did not reach Mansfield until 
after he died. The news of his death was 
a great shock to everyone who knew him, 
for he was a man who not only made many 
friends but commanded respect for his 
thoughtful, painstaking work. In the 
sick room his gentle, sunny, sympathetic 
manner, a8 well as his skill, won for him 
an unusually large practice in the five 
years he livedin Mansfield. To others he 
gave his best, always; his time, his knowl- 
edge, his money and his good will. Men 
and women bent over his casket and said, 
“He saved my life! How I wish I could 
have done something for him!’ The 
funeral services were held Tuesday. A 
prayer at the house was followed by a 
service at the Congregational church, at 
which Rev. Mr. Grant of the Baptist 
church offered prayer and read the Scrip- 
tures, and Rev. Mr. Swartz, the pastor, 
gave a eulogy, and a male quartet sang. 
The church was crowded, many persons 
being obliged to stand. Many came from 
out of town, including Dr. Resigne of 
Saratoga, N. Y., Dr. O. C. Thompson 
of Boston, Dr. H. A. Merchant of this 
place and Mrs. John Cross of Chelsea. 
The casket was covered with beautiful 
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Monson, . . Mass. flowers, and the platform was banked with 
floral emblems sent by friends, clubs and 
jers. The Masons, including members 
eocccecoooooooooooooes |° cats 
oe > o of the blue lodge, chapter, and Knight 
Templars, and the Odd Fellows, acted as 
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escort as the body was borne from the 
house to the church and from the church 
to the cemetery. The bearers were mem- 
bers of these orders, and the Masons con- 
ducted the service at the cemetery. The 
body was placed in the receiving vault 
temporarily, previous to being brought to 
Monson. 

Arthur T. Robinson was born in New 
Jersey and attended the public schools in 
Elizabeth. At the age of 14 he came with 
bis mother and step-father to Monson, 
where Mr. Hutchinson owns a carriage and 
blacksmiching business. Arthur entered 
the Academy, and after graduating,was em- 
ployed for some time in G. L. Keeney’s 
store. Later he entered the Albany 
Medical College and was graduated from 
there, and soon settled in Mansfield.

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IN MEMORIAM 


Of Monson Residents Who Have Died 
Within the Year. 


The following remarks were delivered 
by Rev. C. C. Conner of the Universalist 
church of Monson before the regular 
sermon last Sunday morning. The citizens 
to whom they refer were mostly well 
known in the community, and some 
widely known outside: 

The years are yielding their life-harvests 
and the hand of God is gathering the 
grain into his garner. A deathless year 
could be in the infancy of the world only, 
and even then it should not have been 
probable. Each date that we set to 
signalize a birth and a joy must be kept by 
some sacred to a death and a sorrow. And 
as surely as night follows day, and the 
autumn comes after the spring, death 
succeeds birth sometime in every 1p 
dividual life. The march of generations 18 
onward. The earth is meant for all, but 
not forall time. We are taught at death, 
if not before, that the things we have we 
must share. It is the divine order, and 
happy they that learn it, for the learning of 
it is in the tutelage of the soul made for @ 
higher and larger life. The progress of 
each is toward an unmeasurable height. 
The way of the generations leads beyond 
their sight. One love, even the infinite 
love, attends all, and He marks and 
watches over all the way of each. A hope 
igs set by a cradle as its light, and a bope 
may stand by @ grave as its light also. 
The leaves each year do not drop as @ 
token of death so much as of life. The 
falling is prophetic of the springing of @ 
bud. When a branch is de ad the leaves 
ate stayed thereon. If the world were 
dead, generations should not pass from it. 
The passing is incidental to the coming, 
death to lite. This is 80 for the world; 
something like it must be true therefore 
for the soul of man which helps to make 
the world. 


Within the year, I shall have attended 
to-day twelve funerals. Of these, count 
ing him whose body shall be laid to rest 
this afternoon, five are of those on the 


pastor's lists, though but one was a mem-~- 
ber of the church and a regular attendant 
at its services. In the order in which they 
bave gone from us the five are: George 
Blanchard, aged 61; Theodore Reynolds, 
aged 56, Amos B. Bradway, aged 78; 
Charles R- Buttington, aged 50; Stephen 
A. Lamb, aged 55. 


Only one of these had attained the 
allotted three score years and ten, and 
he reached almost the fourscore. In his 
early life he bad lived in this town. 


About middle life he removed elsewhere; 
but as the days approached which accom- 
plish for us the circle of desire, and make 
the evening seem like the morning again 
with the rays of life’s sun slanting, now 
toward the east and not toward the west, 
betokening its going down and not its 
rising, but slanting and giving a soft sweet 
light, he yearned for the old home and for 
its scenes again, and here at peace with his 
neighbors, and with love given and re- 
turned, the twilight gathered and the dark- 
ness came and he slept, and his closest 
neighbor felt that he had lost a father, and 
children and friends drew Dear and saw 
that his sleep was sweet, that his suffer- 
ings had ended, that the round of his life 
on earth was complete, that desire had 
been translated, that he had no wish to 
awaken more, and they bore him tenderly 
to the grave almost in sight of his old 
home. 


The first named had passed far the 
meridian of his day. It was life’s after- 
noon and he was busy in his strength still 
with the tasks which it had become a part 


of his being to do, when illness came 
suddenly, as in an unexpected watch of the 
night, and bid him stop. The house stands 
upon the hill. It ceased to be home after 
the children had gone and the husband 
died. Two are needed to make or to keep 
home. Yet the heart bears ever the image 
of what has been dear unto it. Thesorrow 
it indulges is companion only to that 
image, and its dreams of the future that 
lies hidden take the hre of the best the past 
has given. Of blessings known we guess 
of greater beyond our Ken. And we may, 
and should, repeat with the poet of “The 
Eternal Goodness’ — 
“L long for household voices gone, 
For vanished smiles I long, 
But God hath led my dear ones on, 
‘And He can do no wrong.” 


He or she that has lost from earth what 
was loved of worth may Say also with 
Tennyson— 
“Nor blame I Death, because he bore 
The use of virtue out of earth: 
1 know transplanted human worth 
Will bloom to profit, otherwhere.” 


“For this alone on Death I wreak 

The wrath that garners in my heart: 
He put our lives so far apart 

We cannot hear each other speak.” 


But amid our losses and our denials 
there are virtues which we are taught and 
given, and the years somehow take us not 
farther from our soul-treasures, but nearer 
to them. These are before us when they 
are notaboutus. The earth has a past to 
us and a memory. Heaven offers a future 
and a hope. 


Mr. Reynolds in recent years maintained 
a pew iD this church, and with the welfare 
of the parish in bis wish, any fortune 
which befell it was bis joy. Any good 


thing that its pastor might tella parish- 
ioner concerning the interest of the young, 
the work of the ladies, and the attendance 
and support of the men, would always 
have wu sympathetic and pleased listener 1D 
bim. He was himself a willing contribu- 
tor to the parish, and before death, like 
another whose memory shall always dwell 
richly here, he provided that his living 
support should cuntinue in all the years to 
be. Many could but regret that he was 
not permitted to live to start the wheels 
turning in the mills and sbop, as he had 
planned to do. On March 31 he was 
buried; on April 1, bad not illness and 
death come, he might have begun to 
retrieve some fortune which fellow-citizens 
should never withhold. In life he was 
silent and patient under criticism, and in 
death he was content and resigned. The 
heart was occupied, it purposed some 
good, and in its purpose overcame. 

Mr. Lamb bas been a citizen of the town 
for many years, and by faithful labor had 
achieved his success and had made a large 
spot of earth on Moulton Hill to bear 


blossoms and fruits and to rejoice before 
the faces of his fellows, adding a fine 
farm and well-kept and profitable acres to 
the landscape which is for the eyes of all 
to delight in as they pass. He was a hard 
toiler, and his last sickness came as & 
command to rest which he should have 
heeded before. He lay down at length in 
the midst of plenty with the good will of 
neighbors whom he had not wronged to 
prosper, and with whom he had lived 
uprightly. 

The youngest of the group named was 
the closest to the church and was more & 
very part of its life. When death was 
near to him, our hearts were persuading us 


that we had too certain a place for bim in 
the church and the town, and that he 
should not be taken from us; that he was 
of too much use in the character that was 
respected and in the skill that was his in- 
dividually to apply, and we could not 
spare him; and yet it had to be otherwise. 
Transplanted virtue is virtue still, and in 
the space left vacant by the skill that was 
so valuable another must be called to emu- 
late it aud keep equal the interests of earth. 
Mr. Buffington, somewhat like Mr. Lamb, 
toiled too continuously and long without 
respite. Of Mr. Metcalf’s son, who died at 
the age of 43, the latter part of last month, 
jt was said: “He died in battle and was 
killed by devotion to duty.” Mr. Buffing- 
ton's devotion to his household caused him 
to work by day and when night came he 
did not cease at once for love’s sake. Had 
he been stronger physically, he might have 
resisted the malignant disease which came 
and made him submit to it. Of him the 
living may Say, “He was faithful; his man- 
tle has fallen; we will keep his memory 
green and sacred; we will live as may be 
pleasing to him; we will emulate his 
example; we will keep the concerns of life 
which were dear to him close to our hearts 
also, and we will take and show to him the 
fruit of years which he here would have 
seen, with pleasure and satisfaction, grow- 
ing.”

A Rare Volume of Watts Psalms, With 
Music, 


A valuable book has been added this 
week to the collection of antiquities placed 
in the reference room of the public library 
by Mrs. William Merriam. It is a leather 
bound volume of 256 pages, measuring 44 
by 74 inches, and reference to the title page 
shows that it contains

This construction, the benefit of which is 
secured to the inventor by patent, it is 
believed will be found convenient for the pur- 
poses of public worship; and with an anxious 
solicitude that it may have a fair experiment, 
the plan is respectfully submitted by the 
proprietor to the judgment and patronage of 
the public.

The peculiarity of the volume lies in the 
cutting of the leaves in two 42 inches from 
the top, making really two books bound in 
one cover, one book above the other, the 
upper part containing the words of the 
psalms and the lower part the tunes or 
‘“‘Musick.”” This, as the inventor an- 
nounces, makes it possible that *“‘any tune 
may be presented to the eye with any 
psalm or hymn.” For, if the words on 
page 10 are to be used with the tune on 
page 156 each part may be opened to the 
desired place and kept so. In this respect 
it has an advantage over some of the 
modern books. There is a table giving the 
first line of every psalm and the page on 
which it may be found, and also a metrical 
index. There is also a list of 165 subscrib- 
ers to the book, for it was published by 
subscription, the subscribers taking from 
one to fifty copies each. The majority of 
them lived in Boscawen, Concord and Hop- 
kinton, N. H., and Andover, Mass. Among 
the subscribers was John Adams, and the 
book was given to Mrs. Merriam by his 
son, Charles A. Adams of Palmer, who 
found it not long ago among his father’s 
effects. It was printed in Exeter, N. H., 
in 1818 by J. J. Williams. Many people 
have seen the book, but no one has been 
found who ever saw another copy or any- 
thing of a similar nature. 


AN ELOQUENT PREACHER. 


Rey. F. E. Jenkins and the Good Work

The Rey. F. E. Jenkins, a well-known 
minister of Atlanta, is in the city and can 
be heard every night at the Congregational 
church. The Rey. Jenkins is pastor of the 


Central church of his city and he is among 
the leading Congregational preachers of 
the South. He is a pleasing speaker, 
graceful and charming in manner, and his 
method of presenting the Gospel is unique. 
His sermon last night was on the *Glori- 
ous Gospel.” He led his hearers grad- 
ually on until all realized the wonderful 
privilege of living under its infiuence and 
sharing in its triumph. 

The Congregational church in the South 
has been moving forward rapidly within 
the last few years.

When arrested in Clinton he gave 
his name as William Erickson, but ad- 
mitted later thatit was Nelson. Mr. Erick- 
son was a Finn and Mrs. Erickson and 
Nelson are Swedes. 


From Stafford Springs, via Hampden to 
Springfield by Electrics. 

Last Friday evening representatives of 
Hampden, and Stafford Springs, Ct., held 
a conference in the board of trade rooms 
in Springfield with several prominent 
business men of the city regarding ex- 
tending the line of the Springfield street 
railway to the state line.

GREAT SHOCK TO HIS MANY FRIENDS. 


News Reached Palmer Only Last Satur- 
day, and No Particulars Have 
Yet Been Learned. 


Word was received in Palmer last Satur- 
day from some of his Boston friends that 
J.H. Woo . had died at his old home 
in Chester, %,.gland, October 30th, sudden- 
ly of heart disease. The news was a great 
shock to the many friends of Mr.Woolrich, 
who, while not hearing often from him had 
supposed that he was continuing in the 
apparently good health which he enjoyed 
when he left Palmer, as they had received 
no intimation of anything to the contrary. 
On all sides was heard regret for his death 
and expressions of sympathy for Mrs. 
Woolrich in her sudden and deep trouble. 
Mr. Woolrich had lived in Palmer many

years, and while a man of decided convic- 
tions, which did not always agree with 
others’ point of view, and a vigorous 
method of expression of opinions, he made 
many and warm friends, and that he will 
never more return to the town will be 
mourned by all who knew him. Mr. Wool- 
rich was an Englishman, and while never 
becoming a naturalized American citizen 
his interests and sympathies were with this 
country, and although he often spoke with 
much anticipation of his contemplated trip 
back to England, it is not probable that he 
would have remained there. Palmer occu- 
pied a large place in Mr. Woolrich’s affec- 
tions, and it is probable that had he been 
spared to return to this country he would 
have made his headquarters here. He was 
ever interested in the welfare of the town 
and all that pertained to its best interests, 
and these matters occupied a larger place 
in his thoughts than was known by most 
people. Nothing exasperated him more 
than to see what he considered a mistake 
made or a short-sighted action in town 
affairs taken; he thought that Palmer 
ought to have the best and not plan for 
to-day alone, but with an eye to the future 
development of the town. With his means 
he was very liberal, but preferred to give 
without making the fact public, and many 
a project or family has been helped by him 
without outsiders being any the wiser. 
Only those who knew him best and most 
intimately know how sympathetic was his 
nature and how good a friend he was in 
time of trouble. 

John Henry Woolrich was born March 
13, 1837, the second son of Henry Woolrich 
of Caverly Hall, Handley, Cheshire, Eng. 
His mother was a Vernon, a connection of 
the family for which Mount Vernon, the 
home of Washington, was named. Mr. 
Woolrich’s early years were spent in the 
city of Chester, where he obtained an 
education, after which he served an ap- 
prenticeship of seven years and learned 
the trade of chemist. In 1860 he left Eng- 
land for Halifax, where he engaged in 
the drug trade and built up a large busi- 
ness. In 1870 he moved to Malden, Mass, 
and with others engaged in the manufac- 
ture of Ridge’s food for infants and in- 
valids. After five years he moved to 
Palmer, where he carried on the business 
successfully until 1895, when he sold it to 
G. M. Atkins and S. H. Hellyar, and 
devoted his time to travel and sight-secing, 
going to England last spring. The idea of 
@ manufactured baby food was new in 
those days, and greatly ridiculed, but ie 
persevered and by hard work built up a 
business which proved immensely profit- 
able. In the advertising of his product he 
traveled extensively, making one trip to 
Chicago and returnin a wagon. In 1877 
Mr. Woolrich bought a piece of ground on 
Thorndike street and built a handsome 
residence which he called Tushinghum 
cottage. A few years ago he bought a 
rough farm on Baptist Hill and named it 
Willoughby Pastures, where be took de_ 
light in improving and clearing up the 
ground until he made a handsom: property 
out of what was practically ussless before. 
It is now owned by D. B. Wesson of 
Springfield. Mr. Woolrich was fond of a 
good horse and an excellent judge of 
the animals, and usually owned one 
which bad many good points, including 
speed. During the latter part of his busi- 
ness life he devoted his forenoons to work 
and his afternoons to play at Willoughby 
Pastures, taking his recreation in the work 
about the place. He was married August 
19, 1862, to Louisa Wodill of Halifax, and 
they have one son, Vernon H. Mr. Wool- 
rich is buried in the family ground in 
Handley, where his ancestors for 400 years 
have been buried. 


Unsuccessful Hold-Up at Belchertown. 


An attempt was made to hold up the 
mail coach in Belchertown early last 
Saturday evening just after leaving the 
station. The team was driven by Robert 
Dillon, a boy 16 years old, and there were 
two other young men passengers in the car- 
riage. When they reached the darkest 
part of Depot street two men sprang out, 
one of them seizing the lines at the horse’s 
head. Dillon whipped up the horse and 
called for help and the men ran away. 
This is the most daring attempt yet made 
as the sidewalk a little farther up the 
street was full of people. Some are in- 
clined to regard it as meant for a joke but 
the drivers of the team will hereafter be 
furnished with arms. 


Stole a Case of Whisky. 


Frank Brown, employed at the Central 
Vermont freight house as a checker, was 
smitten with a thirst for a stronger drink 
than that furnished by the Palmer Water 
Company Tneaday, and the temptation 
offered by the proximity of two cases of 
whisky proved too much; he appropriated 
both, but brought one back later. The 
other he had disposed of all but two bottles 
when arrested. He was found in a manger 
in the basement of the Weeks House stable 
with an elegant ‘‘jag’’ on. In court Wed- 
nesday he pleaded guilty to drunkenness 
and larceny. The former case was placed 
on file, and on the latter he was sentenced 
to three months in the house of correction. 


WELL-KNOWN BRIMFIELD MAN DEAD. 
Cheney Newton Passes Away at the Age 
of Eighty-Four. 

Cheney Newton, $4, one of the oldest 
and best-known citizens of Brimfield, died 
last Friday at the home of his daughter- 
in-law, Mrs. Mary Newton. Mr. Newton 
had been in feeble health during the 
summer and fall, and his death was not 

unexpected. 

Cheney Newton was born in Brookfield, 
July 19, 1816, and was married to Jane 
Rice of that town Oct. 25, 1856. He had 
lived over 50 years in Brimfield, where he 
was # useful citizen and an 
friend and neighbor. He has held various 
town offices and was always interested in 
the welfare of the town. His patriotic 
spirit led him to enlist in the 46th Massa- 
chusetts regiment after he had passed the 
age of exemption from service, and he 
went with the company of nine-months’ 
men under Capt. F. D. Lincoln of Brim- 
field. He was greatly attached to the 
Grand Army post to which he belonged, 
and after he was 80 years old, even up to 
the recent failure of his health, he was a 
faithful attendant upon its meetings, al- 
though they were held in Sturbridge, 
seven or eight miles from his home. 
Though very feeble this fall, he insisted 
on attending the reunion of his regiment 
September 25th in Monson, and greatly 
enjoyed the occasion. 

Mr. Newton leaves a son, John M. 
Newton of Spencer, and two daughters, 
Mrs. John Hines of Brimfield and Mrs. 
Jobn W. Lawrence of Warren. There are 
seven great-grandchildren. Since the 
death of his son Frank, Mr. Newton had 
made his home with his son’s widow, Mrs 
Mary Newton. 

The funeral was held at his late bome 
Sunday afternoon, Rev. Mr. Clancy 
Officiating. There was a very large at- 
tendance from Brimfield and neighboring 
towns. There were present a delegation 
of the J. Arthur Johnson Grand Army 
post of Sturbridge, and the Grand Army 
burial service was held attbe grave. In 
the absence of the chaplain, Rev. Mr. 
Rice of Sturbridge, Comrade Corbin of 
Brimfield acted as chaplain. There were 
choice Howers. Rev. Mr. Clancy, in his re- 
marks spoke first of the gentle and fine 
qualities in Mr. Norton’s nature, seen in

his marked love for, and kindness to 
animals, and in his unusual affection for 
children, reciprocated by them. His heart 
kept ever young. He was also in sympa- 
thy with his fellow men, and interested in 
public affairs. Faithfulness was a leading 
characteristic, and it was seen in his army 
life. ‘I was always sure there was some- 
one to be depended on when Newton was 
at hand,’ said the captain. He loved his 
comrades in arms, and he loved to meet 
with them. “I can feel their hand-clasp, 
if I cannot hear what they say,’’ he re- 
marked as the failure of his hearing in- 
creased. Though not a member of any 
religious organization, Mr. Newton 
possessed a deeply religious nature and 
had given liberally toward the support of 
the cause of religion. Mr. Clancy also 
read two appropriate poems, Whittier’s 
“At Last,’ and a selection entitled, 
“Until the Day Break.”

He was a young fellow, not much over 
20, and was evidently inexperienced, or he 
would not have smashed a pane of glass 
and made so much noise in getting into the 
store.

| FAREWELL RECEPTION GIVEN H 


FIRE AT NORTH WILBRAHAST. 


One Life Lost and a Store and Tenement 
Building Burned to the Ground, 


One of the worst fires in the history of 
North Wilbraham broke out Wednesday 
night in the store and tenement building 
owned by W. L. Collins, when Peter 
LaBonte, 60, lost his life and Gendreau & 
Marcotte’s grocery store, Dr. A. L. 
Damon's oftice, Thomas Marshall’s barber 
shop, the town clerk’s and selectmen’s 
office and the tenement occupied by Mr 
and Mrs. Albert Hebert were destroyed. 
The fire was discovered at 10 45 by Baggage 
Master Homer Tupper, who was waiting at 
the station for the western express, and 
the flames were then bursting from the 
roof and it was seen that all attempts to 
extinguish them would be useless. The 
occupants of the second floor were aroused 
and an effort was made to save LaBonte, 
who slept on the third floor, by James 
Donald, Charles McBride and Albert 
Hebert. They ran a ladder up and broke 
in the window and succeeded in dragging 
him to the window and taking him down 
the ladder, but he expired in a few minutes, 
and an examination by a doctor showed he 
had been suffocated. But little is kown of 
LaBonte as he had only lived in North 
Wilbrabam for about a year, during which 
time he had been employed by the Collins 
Manufacturing Company. He was a 
Frenchman and he is understood to have 
two sisters in Ware. He was intoxicated

HIS WAS FIRST FUNERAL IN TOWN. 


Was One of the Rich Men of His Day. 
Lived on Farm Now Owned by John 
St. John on Hog Hill Road. 


Lieut. Samuel Doolittle, son of Samuel 
and Mary Doolittle of Middletown, Ct., 
and grandson of Abraham and Abigail 
(Moss) Doolittle who came about 1640 to 
New Haven, was born August 3, 1691; 
wnarried June 1, 1714, Jane Wheeler at 
Wallingford, Ct. He seems to have lived 
. few years at Wallingford as the birth of 
ais first three children are recorded there. 
We next find him among the first settlers 
vf Stafford, the first entry on the records 
being June 20, 1720, when four acres of 
neadow land were laid out to him. In 1723 
1e was assigned 50 acres, in 1724 another 
50 acres, in 1726a lot of 80 acres, and in 
1728 a piece of meadow of 4acres. There 
is also on the Stafford records the birth of 
three of his children. 

On the Springfield records we find he 
bought a farm in Palmer (then the 
Elbows) of Thomas Richardson, dated 
Oct. 7,1731. This farm is now owned by

This was followed by the roll call, after 
which Mr. Hatch was introduced as the 
speaker of the evening. In his opening 
remarks Mr. Hatch said that he was not 
disappointed at the inclemency of the 
weather, and at the small audience 
present. Those whom the storm did not 
affect nor the rain deter from venturing 
out were just the men to whom he wished 
to speak. He had not thought to speak 
again outside of his own parish, but he 
bad found it impossible to refuse an in- 
vitation to come before the people of the 
capital city of his own county. It does 
not matter how high a man may be called, 
he said, unless he is interested in the 
people of bis own section, he is no man at 
all. There is very little to tell about my 
work. I don’t know very much about it 
myseif. I am about to sail into the dark. 
India is a great country. Some time in 
the future I may return to you and tell you 
of the things that I have done and 
learned, and it will be a pleasure for me to 
do so. There are 500 Christian Endeavor 
societies in the countries over which I 
shall have jurisdiction. I am to travel 
throughout the state holding conventions 
and inspiring enthusiam among the mis- 
sionaries and the Chirstian endeavorers of 
that great country. He told of the way 
the »nnouncement of the securing of a 
secretary had been received by the natives, 
and he looked forward to a royal welcome 
on every hand. The speaker then took 
up the subject assigned to him on the 
program, ‘Near to the heart of Jesus.”

It is not 
necessary to feed young people with the 
sugar plums of fancy, nor the funny 
stories from the columns of the newspapers.

However 
much I shall be interested in the people 
where my future labors are laid out for 
me, I shall never cease to be interested in 
the young people of Massachusetts, and I 
hope to see them more closely banded to- 
gether in the crusade which they have 
undertaken.

He is a 
carpenter of much ability and has had a 
hand in building most of the houses in the 
vicinity of Ware. For 17 years he ran the 
resort known as Sturtevant’s grove on the 
west side of Hardwick pond, being com- 
pelled to give it up last season on account 
of poor health. He made several trips 
South during the civil war to recover 
soldiers’ bodies, once after the body of his 
brother, Asa Sturtevant, and that of his 
brother-in-law, Edgar J. Cummings. Mrs. 
Sturtevant is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Hosea Cummings and was born in Hard- 
wick in 1831. With the exception of two 
years spent in Greenwich she has lived in 
Hardwick all her life, receiving her 
education in the public schools. Mr. and 
Mrs. Sturtevant have had three children, 
only one of whom is living, Frederick L. 
Sturtevant, proprietor of the Eagle Lake 
House at Jeffersonville in the town of 
Holden. Mr. Sturtevant has one brother 
in Athol and six nieces, one of them being 
Mrs. Washington Dunham of Ware. Mrs. 
Sturtevant has one brother in Ware, 
Augustus H. Cummings, and four nephews, 
Roy Cummings of Palmer, Guy Cummings 
of Philadelphia, and Granville and Earl 
Cummings of Ware.

Evening Schools to be Started. 


The special sub-committee of the school 
board, consisting of Messrs. Hobbs, 
Newell and Shaw, appointed to consider 
the subject of evening schools, made a 
report Monday evening, and as a result of 
their investigations evening schools will 
be started next week, in Three Rivers 
Monday, Bondsville Tuesday and Thorao- 
dike Wednesday evening, at 7 o’clock in 
the school buildings. The requirements 
for admission are simply that atttendanta 
shall be males under 14 years and unable 
to read or write English. These wiil be 
the only branches taught at present, and 
the schools will be open from 7 to 9 three 
nights a week, Monday, Wednesday and 
Thursday. The teachers have not been 
decided upon as yet. There has been no 
demand for an evening school in Palmer, 
not a single request having been received 
by any member of the committee. Should 
there be any such demand one will be 
opened there. The evening schools will 
be under the management of the regular 
school board, and a part of the regular 
school system of the town. 





Arrested in Palmer, Wanted at Lowell. 


Edward Nelson, who was arrested about 
three weeks ago at the home of J. B. 
Longwill on Pleasant street for being a 
suspicious character and was sent to 
Bridgewater on the charge of vagrancy, is 
wanted in Lowell for larceny.

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The J. P. Galleher Case at New London. 


The following editorial comment in 
regard to the case of J. P. Galleher of New 
London, whose arrest at that city recently 
interested so many people of Palmer, his 
former home, was taken from the New 
London Day of last Saturday, and will 
help to strengthen the belief of all that he 
has been grossly misrepresented : 

It seems to me that the Galleher case 
was clearly persecution and not prosecu- 
tion. It was a mountain made out ofa 
mole hill. The acquittal by Judge Butler 
of Agent Galleher must have made the 
prosecution attorney feel like 30 cents. 
The Central Vermont railroad and some- 
times its local management have not been 
particularly popular in New London during 
recent years and consequently it has not 
been very difficult to incite public prejudice 
against it and against its employes. There 
is one feature of the prosecution which 
has never been thoroughly understood. It 
has been said and claimed that the railroad 
officials refused to give the prosecution 
access to its books. I asked a railroad 
man, an insider, about this. He replied: 
“That is untrue. Mr. Freeman wired 
Superintendent Soule that he wanted him 
to bring the books of the Central Vermont 
company to court. As this would have re- 
quired an entire car for transportations, 
Superintendent Soule politely informed 
the attorney that if he would desinate 
which particular books he needed, they 
would be put at his disposal, or he could 
come to St. Albans and look them over at 
his pleasure. That was all there was to 
that. The fact of the matter was,” said 
my informant, “when the railroad people 
heard the ugly rumors they immediately 
made a thorough investigation and satisfied 
themselves that there was no trath in 
them, so far as the Gallehers were con- 
cerned. Consequently, when the local 
authorities brought the prosecution the 
railroad company did not appear as prose- 
cutors, and compelled the prosecuting 
attorney to prove his case, which he 
couldn't do, as the result shows.”

At the latter you have the excitement of 
bidding against your neighbor until you 
have triumphantly secured for a dollar- 
thirty-seven a second-hand article which 
could have been bought new for eighty- 
nine; but you have beaten your opponent. 
At a rummage sale the excitement con- 
sists in the contest over getting your 
hands on the article first if you want it. 
At the sale Saturday there was the usual 
variety of articles—clothing, furniture, 
cooking utensils, and a legion of other 
things. The sale will be continued to- 
morrow afternoon and evening. 


The Palmer and Monson Street Railway 
Company is to establish a telephone system 
along the line of its tracks, by means of 
which the conductor of any car will be 
able to communicate with the main office 
of the company in Palmer, the house of 
the superintendent, the car barn or the 
power station at will. Each car will carry 
a portable instrument. Along the line of 
the road at various places will be estab- 
lished connections on the poles, 40 of them 
in all. Whenitis desired for any reason 
to communicate with the office or car barn, 
the conductor will take his portable in- 
strument to one of these connections, 
adjust it and ring up the department he 
wants. This will prove a great con- 
venience at times when cars are stalled or 
when for any reason it is desired to get at 
the management of the system. Another 
feature which the company will probably 
install will be a system of colored signal 
lights at each switch or turnout, whereby 
the cars can be held up at the switches 
when desired. The pulling cf a lever in 
the company’s office or the car barn will 
display a red light at every switch on the 
road, past which no conductor will run 
until after he has telephoned to head- 
quarters for instructions.

BIG FIRE IN BONDSVILLE. 
Two Business Blocks Destroyed 
and House Damaged. 


TENANTS HAD A NARROW ESCAPE. 





The Only Amusement Hall in the Village 
Burned. Five Business Places De- 
stroyed. Loss $15,000, 


One of the largest fires the village of 
Bondsville has experienced for many years 
occurred at 1245 Sunday morning, when 
the Sullivan and Carmody blocks, situated 
on Main street in the center of the village, 
were entirely destroyed, and one of the 
Boston Duck Company’s houses on the 
opposite side of the road was _ badly 
damaged by fire and water. The Sullivan 
vlock was a three and a half story frame 
building and contained the only hall of the 
village, which leaves the people without a 
place to have indoor amusements. 
Besides the hall there were two tenements, 
one of them being occupied by Mr. Sualli- 
van, a barber shop, and a dry goods and 
clothing store rented by Isaac M. Coven. 
Had not the fire been discovered when it 
was it is probable that a number of lives 
would have been lost, as a number of 
people were asleep in the buildings. The 
fire was discovered by Mr. Sullivan, who 
heard the sound of breaking glass, and 
thinking burglars were trying to force an 
entrance rushed down stairs only to find 
the interior of Coven’s store in flames. 
He at once aroused his family and gave the 
alarm. The Sullivan family consisted of 
Mrs. Sullivan, Mary, Lizzie, John, Michael, 
Timothy, Patrick, William and Michael 
Sullivan, with Harry Willis of Worcester. 
They had just time to secure a small 
amount of clothing and get out as the floor 
fell in. The fire soon spread to the Car- 
mody block, situated a few feet distant 
This block consisted of a Chines# laundry, 
a tobacco, confectionery and notion store 
rented by Peter Witkin, a millinery and 
dressmaking store by Miss Annie Car- 
mody, and a barber shop by Xavin Belille. 
The rest of the building was used us tene- 
ments, and was occupied by Xavin Belille 
and family, Joseph Flaherty and Halenty 
Gouah, and Alazy Bobek and family, 
besides twelve boarders. They all escaped 
from the building and but few articles 
were sived. In about twenty minutes 
from the time the fire was discovered the 
Sullivan block was in flames, and io about 
thirty-five miout-:s both buildings were 
consumed. A one anda half story house 
owned by the Boston Duck Co caught fire 
by flying embers, but by this time the com- 
pany’s fire departm-+nt responded, and 
after a hard fight extinguished the flames. 
As soon as the fire was discovered word 
was sent for the Palmer fire department, 
which got as far as Thorndike when the 
engine broke down, and before repairs 
were completed the firs was under control. 

The cause of the fire is unknown. At 
first it was thought that a lamp might have

STORM DAMAGE IN MONSON. 


Flynt Tower and Mill Chimney Blown 
Down, Trees Uprooted, Limbs Broken. 


In Order that Pastor May Go 
To India in C. E. Work. 


PASTORATE TO BE DISSOLVED JAN. 22 


Tuesday afternoon was one of the wind- 
iest on record for many years in Monson, 
and for the short time which the storm 
lasted a good deal of damage was done. 
A large limb of a tree was broken off at 
the corner of Washington and Main 
streets, demoralizing the electric light ser- 
vice for that night. A large pine tree was 
blown over in the dooryard of H. C. Day, 
narrowly escaping the house, while reports 
of trees being uprooted come from all parts 
of the town. The large brick chimney at 
the Branch mill, leased by the Massasoit 
Worsted Company, was broken off just 
above the building and crashed down 
through the roof, starting the automatic 
sprinklers and causing considerable dam- 
age by water. The chimney will be re- 
built this week. The most important loss 
from the blow, and the one that will be 
felt the most, was the destruction of the 
Flynt tower on Mt. Ella, which went down 
in the early part of the evening. This 
tower was built in 1890 under the personal 
direction of the late W. N. Flynt, at a cost 
of about $1000, and has been a prominent 
landmark for this vicinity since that time, 
as from its top, 104 feet from the ground, 
the country for miles and miles in every 
direction could be seen, and on clear days 
could be located with a glass from the 
summit of Mt. Tom. The tower has been 
used the past season, although it was 
posted as unsafe, and would probably have 
stood a good many less violent blows. 
Citizens of the town who for the past ten 
years have looked daily on this familiar 
landmark will miss it greatly. 


Resolutions Adopted on the Resignation 
of Rev. F. S. Hatch of Monson 
Congregational Church. 


The council to consider the resignation 
of Rev. F.S. Hatch, according to the call of 
the Congregational church and parish, was 
held at the Congregational church in 
Monson Wednesday afternoon at 230 
o’clock. Nearly all of the churches called 
were represented, and the council was a 
very representative one. Rev. George W. 
Winch of Holyoke was chosen moderator 
and Rey. Vernon H. Deming of North 
Wilbraham scribe. After reading the 
resignation of Mr. Hatch and the action of 
the church and parish on the same as 
shown by the records, the pastor and 
officers of the church and parish were 
asked to make any additional statements 
if so desired. Dr. Clark of United Society 
of Christian Endeavor spoke of the call 
which had come from India and of the 
need of work there, and Dr. Barton of the 
American Board spoke of the attitude of 
the missionaries towards the kind of 
work Mr. Hatch expects to carry on. The 
council then retired in private session, and 
the delegates were called individually to 
express their opinions, and it was the 
unanimous opinion that Mr. Hatch was 
perfectfully fitted for this work to which he 
has been called, although many regrets 
were expressed at his removal from this 
parish and from this region.

sonal loyalty and adherence to the call and 
claims of Christ. 

It further recognizes his ability in training 
and leading the young, in applying the spirit 
and consolation of the truth to the wandering 
and the afflicted and in building up disciples of 
the Master. We bear grateful testimony to the 
piety of our brother as a Christian, his helpful- 
ness as a citizen in promoting the civic and 
moral welfare of society, and are deeply im- 
pressed with bis consecration and eminent 
qualifications for entering upon the great 
work in the distant lands, to which in the 
providence of God ha has been called. 

In his future labors we pledge him our abid- 
ing interest and earnest prayers, commending 
him to those with whom he shall be called upon 
to laborand to all to whom he shall seek to 
carry the message of the Gospel. 

The Council wishes also to put on record its 
appreciation of the spirit of Christian self 
denial manifested by this church in giving up 
as its pastor one who has led so long and ably 
in its work as a defender of the faith and 
champion of righteousness, and expresses the 
hope and prayer that at no distant day a pastor 
and leader of Goud’s own choice may be secured 
worthy to assist in the eminent and devout 
service by which the church has been blessed 
and which in turn it has so faithfully and wide- 
ly ministered unto men.

A Lively Time With Hogs. 


There was a lively time on the B. and A. 
road at West Brookfield Wednesday morn- 
ing, when a collision between freight 
trains released over 200 hogs from their 
cars. Three cars were derailed and two 
smashed. Of course there was a lively 
scramble on the part of the porkers for 
freedom and a good time, and they had 
both for a while. A gang of men and boys 
was organized to capture and corral the 
hogs, but after a long ride in the cars a 
taste of fresh air and an opportunity to 
roam about were not to be easily given up, 
as the hunters found. The animals would 
go readily enough until the car door was 
reached, and then nothing could stop a 
rush in the other direction, and men and 
boys who happened to be in the way were 
bowled over or carried along in the 
scramble for the open. Numerous excit- 
ing experiences aud free hog rides took 
place, but the animals were finally rounded 
up and cared for. Of the 256 which were 
in the two cars six are unaccounted for, 32 
were killed in the wreck and 218 furnished 
amusement for the crowd for some time. 


Important C. Y. Orders Regarding Train 
Connections at Palmer. 


An important order has recently been 
issued on the C. V. road, to the effect that 
the train from the south at night is to 
connect with the Boston and Albany train 
for the west if it is a possible thing, barring 
accidents. Conductors and engineers are 
to be held accountable for any unnecessary 
delay, and it is the evident intention of the 
managers to have the train ‘get there.”

A better 
order of things is now looked for and will 
be heartily welcomed.

THREE RIVERS. 
Letter From the Philippines. 


Fred Holt received one day last week a 
letter from his brother Thomas, who is a 
soldier in the forty-sixth regiment, U. S. 
V., in the Philippines. The letter is dated 
October 2, and was mailed two days later, 
but it took six weeks to make its journey. 
The following is an extract from the letter: 
“I write to let you know that I am in fairly 
good health, considering the circumstances. 
The other morning we had a sharp fight 
with an opposing force of eight hundred 
natives, which we withstood with only 
fifty men until company D of the fourth 
regiment arrived. We fought for four or 
five hours in the rice paddies, with the 
mud and water up to our knees. Not a 
man on our side was hit, and some of the 
enemy and their guns were captured. One 
man, a native, was parading around with a 
gun on his shoulder. We picked him off 
and he fell, riddled with bullets. We are 
called out so frequently that we have but 
little time to sleep and consequently it is 
hard to keep awake, at least sometimes.

ORIGIN OF “DIXIE'S LAND.” 





The original song, ‘‘Dixie’s Land,” was 
composed in 1859 by Daniel Emmett as a 
“walk-around” for Bryant’s minstrels. 
Mr. Emmet frequently heard the per- 
formers in a circus make the remark, 
“J wish I was in Dixie,” as soon as the 
Northern climate began to be too severe 
for the tent life which they followed. This 
expression suggested the song, “Dixie’s 
Land.” It made a hit at once in New 
York and was speedily carried to all parts 
of the Union by numerous bands of 
wandering minstrels. In the fall of 1860 
Mrs. John Wood sang it in New Orleans 
in the burlesque of ‘‘Pocahontas,” and 
before a week had passed the whole city 
had taken it up.

END CAME SUDDENLY LAST FRIDAY. 





A Man Widely Known and Greatly Re- 
spected, His Loss Will be 
Deeply Mourned. 


William J. Ricketts, a prominent citizen 
of Monson, died at his home in South 
Monson Friday night of angina pectoris. 
Mr. Ricketts had been in poor bealth for 
a long time and a week previous had 
suffered from an attack of the same disease, 
but rallied and had been more comfortable 
during the week, and ate supper with his 
family as usual that night, but after the 
second attack he lived only a few minutes. 





William J. Ricketts was tbe son of John 
and Ann (Sterns) Ricketts, being born 
near Bath, Eugland, November 9, 1838, and 
coming with his parents to this country 
when three years old. His father became 
a Methodist minister and held appoint- 
ments at Rutland, Vt , Westfield, Millbury 
and Gill, and after his retirement settled 
at Wales. Here his wife died in 1884. Of 
their three children William J. was the 
eldest. He attended the Millbury high 
school and was for a year a student at 
Wesleyan Academy in Wilbraham. After 
leaving school he worked in a store and at 
shoemaking until the breaking out of the 
war, when he enlisted from Wales as a 
volunteer in company D, 21st Massachusetts 
Infantry. He served three years and was 
twice wounded. His wilitary record is 
good. He was clerk of his company, rank- 
ing as corporal and acting as sergeant. He 
was at Roanoke, and fought in the battles 
of Newbern, Antietam and Fredericksburg 
In 1863 he was engaged at London, Blue 
Springs, and the seige of Knoxville. After 
joining the Army of the Potomac he was 
in the battle of the Wilderness, in 
Spottsylvania, at Cold Harbor and Peters- 
burg. His wounds were received at 
Fredericksburg and Cold Harbor. After 
returning to his home he worked in the 
woolen mill until 1868, when he removed 


to Monson to become a clerk in the store of 
BE. E. Towne, now of Springfield. On 
Thanksgiving Day of the previous year, 
1867, Mr. Ricketts had married M iss Mary 
E. Parker of Wales. Mr. Ricketts was in 
Mr. Towne’s employ for some years, but 
afterward entered the office of Dwight W. 
Ellis & Son, woolen manufacturers of 
South Monson, and later became a member 
of the firm. Mr. Ricketts was a member 
of the Universalist parish and was tenor 
singer in the church choir fora long time, 
until obliged to give up on account of poor 
health, and was one of the most liberal 
supporters of the church. He was at one 
time Master of Day Spring lodge of 
Masons, and was the third commander of 
Marcus Keep post. He is the fifth com- 
mander of the post who has died since its 
organization, all of- whom have been in the 
prime of life. 


Mr. Ricketts was a strong Republican, 
and was a representative in the state 
Legislature in 1879. He held for sometime 
important town offices also, as selectman 
and assessor, and was often moderator at 
town meeting. He was a kind neighbor, 


and a genial, whole-souled man who will 
be greatly missed in all circles. He leaves 
a widow and two sons, William L. 
Ricketts, overseer at D. W. Ellis & Son’s 
woolen mill, and Charles Ricketts of 
South Manchester, Ct.; also an aged 
father, Rev. John Ricketts at Wales, a 
brother, Rev. Charles Ricketts of Nor- 
wich, Ct., and a sister, Mrs. William 
Sexton of Wales. 


The funeral was held from the residence 
Monday afternoon at 230, Rev. Canc: 
Conner officiating, and was largely at- 


tended. Burial was in the No. 1 cemetery. 
The bearers were George H. Foskit, Josiah 
P. Davis, George A. Harvey, George W. 
Seymour, H. G. Naughton and Henry A. 
Bugbee. Mr. Conner spoke as follows at 
the services: 


Dear Friends: ‘The community and the 
church mourn to-day with the home. Our 
hearts throb together with one sorrow that this 
man might not remain longer with us. Yet all 
of us know that his work was done and that 
henceforth he could only sit and watch the 
world, or move in the midst of the actors in the 
scenes of business and be an interested 
spectator. At three score years disease bid him 
retire from the active duties to which he had 
been so long accustomed, and then the Master 
of us all could Saye with the fullest sanction of 
his associates, ‘* Well done, thou good and faith- 
ful servant.” For the most of nearly two years 
he has been ill. Though early ‘in this time 
physicians and family and friends despaired as 
to his EROOVETTs he rallied and came far back 
toward usual health. We fondly indulged our

Disease could not rob it wholly of its attrac- 
tions. The very frailty of the case which en- 
closed the jewel made this seem of more value 
and desire engirt it with the greater care an 
anxiety. Memory was like a beautiful autumn. 
The last season of life had brought the harvest, 
golden with many days of sunshine. Sons had 
grown into manhood. They had answered the 

leasure of father and mother. They were well 
n the way of personal responsibility. The 
home—meaning that under the roof and within 
the walls of a house—was happy and nut with- 
out the favor of prosperity. He had set his 
heart upon a fairer earthly mansion, and the 
hand had cleared the space for it on our princi- 
pal street. The vacant place reminds us to-day 
of the unseen house ‘‘not made with hands 
eternal in the heavens’ whose sure habitation 
stands upon the everlasting mercy of the 
eternal God. To bis home here might have 
come still the aged fa’ her, and the mother, and 
the brother, and the sisier, and the sons with 
their life companions, and the neighbors and 
friends who with time have made their test of 
the true and good, and his house should have 
stood close to his church which has been to his 
life next to his-home. Yes, he had something 
to live for, thongh he must retire from business 
and might not take up again its burdens which 
had been welcome in the days of his strength. 
To breathe were a pleasure, unmixed with pain; 
to behold the fair face of the earth wreathe 
in the verdure of meadow and forest, and lit by 
the smile uf heaven, were a jovi to eat of the 
fruits of this fair friend which gives freely to 
the faithful and deserving, were a good; 
to sit and commune with the heart of the past 
interpreted by the familiar voices of the living 
around him, werea delight; to wait upon the 
ministrations of the sanctuary where he held 
converse with God through the words of bis 
pastors, and where he had put his life as a 
servant of the people who used him as they 
might in his character and gifts as a chief 
corner stone of both the material and spirtual 
structure, and where his memory shall be long 
vocal with praise,—to wait here still were a 
happiness; and to be at home with a measure 
of health, and with the heart at peace, and with 
the years as so many rlad benedictions upon 
his wedded life, were a lessing to be devoutly 
coveted in extension of days.

PROFITS MADE IN THE SLAVE TRADE. 





The cost of the slave-ship—the amount 
of capital required—is an important matter. 
The story of the Baltimore schooner, 
“Napoleon,” is remarkable from this point 
of view. She measured but ninety tons. 
She madea number of successful voyages 
—but the facts in one will suffice. In 1835 
she took on a cargo composed of young 
negroes of the Kassoos, the Fi, and 
Sherbro Bullons nations—fierce young 
fighters, every one. Of these, she landed 
350. They cost $16 each, and sold for $360 
each. With all expenses out, including a 
present of $5000 to her surgeon, Richard 
Drake, whose knowledge of the coast 
about Matanzas enabled her to dodge a 
British cruiser, she cleared more than 
$100,000. And yet $5000 would have been 
considered an enormous price for a little 
schooner like that in those days. In each 
voyage she paid about twenty dollars net 
profit on each dollar of the cost of con- 
struction.— From ‘The Slave-trade in 
America,” by John R. Spears, in the 
October Scribner’s.

A VALUABLE BIT OF TATTOOING.

their barbaric feasts and give it some of 
the charactertstics of what they have 
given up for it. 1 spent one Christmas 
at a mission station among the Indians 
of the northwest, and when they gather- 
ed around their Christmas tree they sang 
the hymns they had been taught and be- 
sides chanted weird, monotonous songs 
of a maddening rhythm that made me 
fear that the festival would degenerate 
into a ghost dance or something of the 
sort.” 

“That sort of thing was what | re 
ferred to,” said the traeveler, “when lL 
spoke of Christmas as being an adaptable 
feast. It seems to change in character 
to suit the different nations that cele- 
brate it, and as we have it now it has 
gathered features from many sources, Its 
liveliness, while being a religious insti- 
tution, is attributed to the fact that it 
supplanted the old saturnalia of pagan 
Rome and took something of the same 
character, as may be seen from the fact 
that in early times the festivities were al- 
ways presided over by a lord of misrule. 
Then the tree lighted with candles was 
added to it when it was introduced by the 
church among the Scandinavians, who 
used to burn candles before the tree 
Ygdrrasil, or tree of life, and in giving 
up their mythology for Christianity they 
still retained the symbol, which is now 
regarded as nothing more than a conven- 
ient thing to hang toys and presents on,”

cient mythologies did for Christmas, 
America did the most of all to make it a 
satisfying institution.”

This led to a discussion of Christmas as 
it is celebrated in different parts of the 
world, and the fact was brought out that 
though Christmas revels often admit of 
variations the Anglo-Saxons, not using 
the term in the all embracing sense de- 
scribed by Mr. Dooley, have a tendency 
to celebrate it in the same manner wher- 
ever they may be.

dles' is not associated with the Scandi- 
navians and the Norsemen of old. They 
did not have such luxuries. They were 
obliged to content themselves with torches 
—pine knots—and with the glow of the 
log fire. 

The employment of candles at Christ- 
mas time dates back to the saturnalia, 
when they were used not only for pur- 
poses of illumination, but as gifts from 
one friend to another as tokens of bright- 
ness and cheerfulness. 

The Jewish feast of the dedication was 
also marked by the use of candles, and, 
as this feast occurred about the same 
time of the year that Christ was born, it 
is not unlikely that at the time of his 
birth innumerable candles were brightly 
burning throughout Palestine, a fitting, 
though unintentional symbol of the Light 
that had been born into the world. 

But the adoption of these various cus- 
toms, however innocent and pleasing in 
themselves, was strongly opposed by 
many sects and denominations of Chris- 
tians, and to this day there aré those 
who not only deprecate the jollity that 
characterizes the celebration of the Na- 
tivity, but who do not deem it proper to 
attempt to fix a particular date for the 
commemoration of Christ’s birth in the 
absence of any definite Biblical author- 
ity. 

The Calvinists and the Puritans were 
particularly bitter against the introduc- 
tion of pagan customs into Christian cele- 
brations and would not tolerate the use 
of Christmas trees and evergreens, the 
burning of the Yule log and like fashions. 
Our pilgrim fathers showed their dis- 
dain for the observance of Christmas by 
refusing to notice it. The year they land- 
ed at Plymouth they worked hard all day 
Christmas and gloried in tueir freedom 
from the superstitious customs that had 
been adopted by their fellow Christians. 





The Lord of Misrule. 

It was a medieval custom in England 
to establish at Yuletide a “lord of mis- 
rule,” appointed to conduct the revels in 
castle or country house or at court. Evy- 
ery one was expected to pay a sort of 
mock homage to this merry monarch of 
misconduct. This, too, was not without 
its similarity to the traditions of the Ro- 
man saturnalia, when, for the time being, 
the servant became the master and the 
plebeian the monarch.

How to Talk Interestingly. 


“Pntertaining conversation is not alone 
dependent upon a well stored mind, a 
ready wit or broad culture,” writes Mrs, 
Burton Kingsland, in The Ladies’ Home 
Journal. “It lays under contribution 
qualities of heart as well as head and 
should reveal sincerity, sympathy and 
simplicity. We must feel an interest in 
our subject before we can inspire it, and 
enthusiasm is contagious when it is sin- 
cere. It gives animation to the face, vi- 
yacity to the manner and has a thought 
compelling power that aids fluency of 
expression. Sympathy and adaptability 
are created in a measure by the desire to 
please, but one must be sensitive to the 
mood of one’s audience and quick to per- 
ceive when some one else wishes to speak. 

“There are talkers who metaphorically 
take the bit between their teeth and run 
away with a subject. When they finally 
cease, no one has anything to say, de- 
spairing of opportunity. Without sim- 
plicity no conversation has charm. The 
moment we perceive that it is labored, or 
that the speaker seems to calculate the 
effect of his words, if unnecessary men- 
tion is made of desirable acquaintances 
or there is a display of attainments or 
mock innocent vaunting of advantages— 
that moment do we feel only contempt for 
the affectation and pretense. Truth has 
a marvelous power of making itself felt, 
In spite of what is said. Self conscious- 
ness is but egotism under a less severe 
name, and self must be forgotten before 
we can add to our speech the grace and 
jignity of simplicity.”

It is possible that before the Wilbraham 
extension of the Palmer and Monson 
electric line is completed the plans may be 
changed so as to reduce the running time 
tu the city of Springfield by 20 minutes, 
and enable it to be madeinan hour, The 
present plan is to run to Ludlow, and 
thence to the city over the tracks of the 
Springfield street railway system. But 
recently a plan has been put forward by 
Fred T. Ley and others interested in the 
Palmer and Monson road, and some Spring- 
field individuals, which would seem a vast 
improvement over the original scheme. 
The new plan is, instead of crossing the 
Boston and Albany railroad a short 
distance west of Wilbraham and connect- 
ing with the Springfield line at Ludlow, to 
keep south of the B. and A. tracks, along 
the macadam road, and over the Boston 
road to the Catholic cemetery east of 
Springfield; thence over private land, on 
which it is said options have already been 
obtained, to Benton street in Springfield, 
then over streets not now used by the 
Springfield company to and through 
Worthington street to Main street. It is 
claimed that by this route, which would be 
a mile shorter than by the other way, the 
run could be made from Palmer to Spring- 
field in an hour. The new line would pay 
especial attention to suburban and not 
local travel, the many stops for which 
makes the run from Ludlow to Springfield 
50 minutes long, while the new route would 
consume only 30. No company has been 
formed, nor have franchises been asked for, 
but it is expected that this will be the 
outcome of the matter, which is receiving 
not a little consideration from those inter- 
ested. With Monson and Ware connected 
with Palmer, this would give a large popu- 
lation in this section easy, quick and cheap 
transportation to Springfield. 





NEW PASTOR FOR THORNDIKE. 


Rev. James B. Sargent of Hampden to 
Go to That Place. 


Rev. James B. Sargent, who has been 
pastor of the Congregational church in 
Hampden for the past three and a half 
years, read his letter of resignation at the 
close of the sermon last Sunday morning 
and has accepted the pastorate of the Con- 
gregational church in Thorndike. During 
Mr. Sargent’s stay iv Hampden he has 
greatly endeared himself to his people and 
they heard his resignation with deep 
regret. Mr. Sargent was graduated from 
the Hartford Theological Seminary in 1897 
and went directly to Hampden, having re- 
ceived; a call to that church early in the 
spring of the same year. His letter 
follows: 


To the Church and Parish of the First Con- 

egational church of Hampden, greeting: 
n the fourth day of July, 1897, I accepted the 
call of this church and parish to become the 
astor apd teacher of this church. To-day, 
aving received a unanimous invitation to 
become the pastor and teacher of a neighboring 
church, an invitation which, under all of the 
existing circumstances, I believe to be a call of 
God, I resign the office of pastor and teacher, 
said resignation to take effect January 6, 1901, 
and I desire as soon as possible to unite with 
committees from church and parish in calling a 
council to advise in respect to this resignation. 
It was on the 25th of April, 1897, that I first 
preached in this church, and from that day to 
this my connection with this church has eae 
continuous. I believe I am warranted in saying 
that these years have been marked by a con- 
stant increase In spiritual growth. We have 
welcomed 17 into our Christian fellowship. 
Children have been baptized, and two little ones 
have been given back into the Master’s care. 
The ladies’ benevolent society has laid aside 
from year to year sums which shall in the 
future be used for the sppatting of the church, 
besides contributing to the pastor’s salary, and 
the willing helpers’ society has half the 
amount necessary for a new carpet for the 
church, besides what they have given toward 
the pastor’s salary and repairs to the church. 
These years haye been bappy years to me and 
mine, and I shall ever remember the many 
kindnesses you have showered upon us. While 
ow I relinquish my office as your pastor, you 
may always feel that you may call upon me, asa 
church or as individuals, for counsel or help in 
any time of need. 





Grand Jury Findings. 


The grand jury at its session closed 
Wednesday reported a true bill, plea of 
guiity, on the case of Frederick Wilson of 
Providence, R. I., for breaking and enter- 
ing the store of the Smith-Hamilton Co. in 
Palmer, the case being sent up from the 
district court of Eastern Hampden.

Mrs. Elizabeth Coburn, Long-time and 
Well-known Resident. 


Mrs. Elizabeth L. Coburn, one of the 
oldest residents of Monson, died at 2 
o’clock this morning at the advanced age 
of 88 years. Mrs. Coburn has been re- 
markably well for several years, and was 
about her house as usual less than two 
weeks ago when she was suddenly attacked 
by an acute disease of the digestive organs, 
from which her strength was insuflicient 
to rally. 

Elizabeth Larned Coburn was born of 
ancestors distinguished in Rhode Island, 
Connecticut and Massachusetts affairs for 
three generations, and active in political 
and literary life in the earlier part of this 
century. The first ten years of her life 
were spent in Thompson, where she was 
born Dec. 18, 1812. The years which in- 
cluded her education she lived in Provi- 
dence, a part of the time with her paternal 
grandfather. Returning to her birthplace 
in 1841 she married the Rev. David N. 
Coburn, a native of the same town. His 
pastorates were in Hampton, Ct., and in 
Ware, the latter continuing until 1855, 
when the family wept to Monson to reside. 
There Mrs. Coburn has lived peacefully for 
more than forty-five years in the same 
house, a conspicuous dwelling on the hill 
immediately overlooking the village, a 
home known both for its beauty of situa- 
tion and its hospitality. ; 

Mrs. Coburn was a member of the Con- 
gregational church and a constant atten- 
dant upon its services. Her membership 
in the Dorcas society and the Woman’s 
Board is also of many years’ standing. 
Always fond of reading, Mrs. Coburn re- 
tained to the last herinterestin public affairs 
and was consciously possessed of all her 
faculties until within a few hours of her 
death. Fond of social life, of music and 
flowers, and eager for the best enterprises 
during her long and useful life, she was 
highly esteemed in her lifetime and will be 
missed and mourned in her death. 

Mrs. Coburn survived her husband 
twenty-three years and leaves two children, 
Mrs. Sara E. Fitz and Mary L Coburn, 
and two grandchildren who for several 
years have lived with her. The only other 
survivors of her direct line are two 
nephews, Charles H. and Frederick L. 
Osgood of Norwich, Ct., and a niece, the 
wife of Col. Tyler of Washington. The 
funeral will take place at her late residence 
on Monday at 2 p. m.

The English Soldier Takes Back 
His ‘‘Confession.”’

WANTED TO GET OUT OF THE ARMY. 


The Story of the Wife Murder at Three 
Rivers Turns Out as Expected, 
a ‘*Fairy Tale.” 


The sensational story of the murder of a 
woman at Three Rivers on the 14th of May 
by poison, the throwing of the body in the 
river and the concealment of the crime 
until last month, when a confession of it 
was made by William Barrington Taylor, 
alias John Colnwood, a soldier in the 
British army, is proved to be wholly a 
myth by a letter received Wednesday by 
Chief Wade of the state police from Super- 
intendent E. Silver of the Hants con- 
stabulary, England, saying that Taylor 
has withdrawn his confession. 

The news of the alleged murder and 
confession reached Palmer November 14,in 
a letter to the “Police at Three Rivers,” 
whieh was given to Officer Manning of 
that village. It contained the alleged con- 
fession of Taylor to the deed, the instru- 
ment being duly witnessed by two mem- 
bers of Taylor’s company and sent from 
Hants constabulary, where Taylor was 
confined for attempted suicide by hanging. 
He has since been sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment for the attempt. 
There were many things about the story 
which seemed “fishy” at that time, and 
though the matter and the ground were 
thoroughly gone over no trace of such 
persons having been in or about Three 
Rivers could be found, and it was finally 
decided to be the “fake’’ which is now 
proven. Superintendent Silver gives the 
opinion that Taylor wished to get out of 
the army. Itis probable that he imagined 
he would be extradited for the crime and 
tried here, as he announced in his ‘‘con- 
fession” that he was willing to give him- 
self up for the crime. Chief Wade com- 
municated with Superintendent Silver re- 
garding the matter, with the above result. 





TO EXCAVATE UR OF CHALDEES. 
Interesting Address at Congregational 
Church Sunday by Dr. Banks. 


Dr. James Edgar Banks, one of the 
faculty of Columbia University, gave an 
extremely interesting talk in the Con- 
gregational church Sunday morning on the 
work of archaeological research. Dr. 
Banks is the leader of an expedition which 
started yesterday for Babylonia to excavate 
upon the site of the Biblical city “Ur of 
the Chaldees,” the home of Abrabam, and 
has made an exhaustive study of Baby- 
lonian, Assyrian and Semitic languages. 
Through his knowledge of the languages 
of the East he was appointed consul at 
Bagdad in March, 1898, by President Mc- 
Kinley. The sum of $12,500 is needed for 
these explorations and nearly all of it has 
been subscribed. The expedition will be 
accompanied by @ trained engineer and 
U. S. Government naturalist, who will 
collect interesting specimens and make a 
map of southern Babylonia, a country 
almost unexplored, and it is expected that 
the priceless literary treasures of the 
Babylonian empire of Abraham’s time 
will be recovered. 

Dr. Banks gave a brief history of 
Ninevab, Nippur and Babylon, describing 
the cuneiform writings of the people of 
those cities, and explained how the 
accounts written on the tablets which have 
been recovered corrobate similar accounts 
in the Bible. He read quotations from 
tablets recovered from Ninevah and also 
the story of the building and filling of 
Nouh’s ark, a8 written upon these tablets. 
He spoke also of Babel and its renovation 
by Nebuchadnezzar and of the discussion 
of whether the first five books of the Bible 
were written by Moses and of the claims 
of scientists that it was impossible, as 
writing as & means of conveying thought 
was not known in Mose’s time. This 
theory was exploded by an old Egyptian 
woman who discovered a written tablet 
which was shown to have been written 
several hundred years before Moses. He 
said the city of Ur antedates Abraham as 
much as Abraham antedates the present 
time. At the close of his talk he showed 
a tablet taken from the ruins of Ninevah, 
a cone containing an inscription, and a toy, 
representing a man carrying a monkey and 
leading another by a string. He gave in- 
teresting information about the difficulties 
of the work, its cost and the discoveries 
hoped for. 


A Boy Vagrant. 


Myron Austin, a boy of 16, was found at 
the 6. V. roundhouse Monday night by 
Officer Conroy, and was placed in the 
lockup until morning, when he was ar- 
raigned in the district court on the charge 
of vagrancy. He claimed that his mother 
had died in Putnam, Ct., when he was 
very young, after which he was placed in a 
home in New Haven, remaining there un- 
til he was 12, when he returned to Putnam 
to live with his grandfather. There he 
worked in a woolen mill, but could not get 
along peacably with his grandfather, who 
finally ordered him out of the house and 
refused to allow him to return. Since then 
he has been a vagrant. His case was con- 
tinued unti] Tuesday to allow Agent 
Merriam to look up his story, which was 
found to be true in every particular. It 
seemed too bad to send the lad to any of 
the state institutions, and Mr. Merriam in- 
terested himself in finding a place for the 
boy, with the result that he has been placed 
in the family of Josiah Stebbins of Brim- 
field, where he will have a good home and 
surroundings. 





Didn’t Understand the Remedy. 


A local professional man who was 
advised to put kerosene on bis throat to 
cure a cold did so, putting some on & cloth 
and binding it on his throat. He stood it 
as long as he could after retiring, but about 
3in the morning concluded that he might 
as well die of a cold as be blistered to 
death, and discarded the remedy, at the 
same time relieving himself of a few 
emphatic expressious of opinion. It 
didn’t cure the cold, but it cured the 


patient of ever wanting to attempt that 
remedy again. His throat wasn’t blistered, 
but it was as near to it as possible and 
escape. 


Found Dead in Bed. 


John Kacuvlec, a Pole about 40 years of 
age, was found dead in his bed at Three 
Rivers about 1 o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing by a fellow-countryman who was 
sleeping with him. This man awoke and 


found bis companion dead. Dr. Giroux, 
who was summoned, thought death was 
due to heart disease. The deceased leaves 
a wife and three children.

NEARLY ASPHYXIATED. 


Narrow Escape From Death of Entire 


Bondsville Family. 
The family of Robert Landers at Bonds- 


ville, consisting of himself and wife and 


five children, bad a narrow escape from 
asphyxiation by coal gas this morning. 
Mr. Landers retired last night after leaving 
the stove as usual, as he supposed. This 
morning he awoke earlier than is his 
custom, and with a peculiar feeling. He 
went to the door and tried to hail a passing 
team, but the driver did not hear him. 
Feeling dizzy he returned to bed. Mr. 
Landers is secondhand in the dye house 
of the Boston Duck Co., and his brother is 
overseer inthe same department. When 


Mr. Landers did not come to work this 


morning his brother sent a man to inquire 
the reason. After considerable trouble he 


managed to arouse Mr. Landers, who got 


out of bed but fell before reaching the door. 
However he managed to reach and unlock 
the door, after which he fainted. The 
whole family was found unconscious from 
the effects of coal gas. Dr. H. A. Smith 
was summoned and thinks they will all 
ultimately recover, though it was a narrow 
escape. Mrs. Landers was the most 
affected, and this afternoon still remained 
in a sort of stupor, while the entire family 
was still in bed at a late hour to-day. 


Brimfield Man’s Death in Minneapolis. 

Word has been received of the death in 
Duluth, Minn., of Samuel T. Brown, 90, a 
native of Brimfield, which occurred the 
13th. He left Brimfield in 1831 with his 
father, Deacon Samuel Brown, who emi- 
grated to Michigan with his wife and nine 
children. It required six weeks to make 
the journey, the only means of travel 
being the emigrantteam. As there were 
no regular laid out roadsin the West they 
were obliged to foilow one of the then 
many Indian trails, which was marked by 
blazed trees fur a distance of 80 miles. 
When they settled there the section was 
still occupied by a remnant of the once 
powerful tribe of Potowatomie Indians. 
Mr. Brown leaves two sons, D. B. Brown 
of Rat Portage, Ont., and C. F. Brown of 
Duluth. Ont of the family of nine only 
two brothers survive him, both of whom 
are over 80 years old.

The cars are built with double trucks and 
consequently ride much smoother than the 
regular cars, especially around the curves.

All will depend on the use we have made 
and are making of the past, quite as much 
as on the future. The past is sure and 
irreversible, the future is all out of sight 
and largely beyond our control. Only the 
present is really ours, and even that only 
in part. Andso we may see the wisdom 
and permanent value and vitality of the 
ancient preacher's doctrine. And some of 
his sayings are as beautiful and timely as 
those of any of the modern preachers. 
Listen :—‘'He hath made everything beauti- 
ful in its time; also He hath set the world 
in their heart, yet so that man cannot find 
out the work that God hath done from the 
beginning to theend. I know that there 
is nothing better for them than to rejoice 
and to do good so long as they live. And 
also that every man should eat and drink 
and enjoy good inall his labors;—itis the 
gift of God. That which is, hath been 
already, and that which is to be hath 
already been; and God requireth that which 
is past.”’ 

The last sermonin this old volume has 
never been surpassed in beauty and sub- 
limity, and will doubtless be quoted long 
after the most eloquent modern sermons 
are forgotten and covered with dust on the 
shelves. 

The immortal Ode of Wordsworth on 
Intimations of Immortality from Rec- 
ollections of Early Childhood, pronounced 
by R. W. Emerson, “the high water mark 
which the intellect has reached in this 
age,” had its origin and inspiration in the 
past. Bright and hopeful as the future 
was, the past was the most sacred and the 
seed and source of all that is precious in 
the present and to be hereafter. 


“QO joy that in our embers 

is something that doth live, 

Something that yet remembers 

What was so fugitive! 

The thought of our past years in me doth breed 

Perpetual benediction.” 

In our exultation over what we may hope 

to see in the future let us not forget the 

noble and beautiful treasures of the past. 

While we greet the new year and the new 

century with joy and gladness, we have 

equal cause to bid the receding ones, again 

and again, a grateful farewell.

REY. JAMES B. SARGENT. 


Who Has Accepted a Call to the Con- 
gregational Church in Thorndike. 


James Belknap Sargent was born Feb. 
3, 1869, in the village of Bethel, Vermont 
the son of Moses Belknap Sargent and 
Tammerson Woodworth Sargent. Mr. 
Sargent’s father died when Mr. Sargent 
was less than two years old, and Mrs. 
Sargent removed to the country home of 
her father in East Bethel. Here he lived 
with his mother through his boyhood and 
early youth, and attended the district 
schools. At the age of sixteen he entered 





the Randolph high school, and attended 
the Randolph high school and then the 
Whitcomb high school of Bethel until he 
graduated from the latter institution as 
valedictorian of his classin the spring of 
1888. He entered Dartmouth College in 
the autumn of the same year, and graduated 
with Phi Bata Kappa rank in the class of 
1892. Two months before’ Mr. Sargent’s 
graduation he was offered and accepted an 
jnvitation to the chair of mathematics of 
Prichett Lustitute, a college situated at 
Glasgow in ceutral Missouri. Here he re- 
mained two years, the second at an in- 
creased salary. This position he relin- 
quisbed to study for the ministry, entering 
Hartford Theological in the 
autumn of 1894, and graduating in the 
spring of 1897. Mr. Sargent first preached 
for the First Congregational church in 
Hampden, Mass. 85 2 student April 25, 
1897. He was called to become pastor 
June 2, 1897, and was ordained and in- 
stalled on September fifteenth of the same 
He resigned his pastorate December 
16, 1900, accept @ Beenimons call to 
become pastor of the First Congregational

married April 2, 1896, to Miss Florence A. 
Sawyer of Gaysville, Vermont. Their 
home has been blessed by one child, Anna 
Rosawond Sargent, born July 20, 1897. 
Mr. Sargeant’s letter of acceptance to the 
church is as follows:

GREETING :—Your iuvitation to become pastor 
and teacher of your church reached me the 
eleventh instant, and has had my careful and 
prayerful attention. Having viewed this invi- 
tation in relation to my duty to myself and 
fainily; to my present charge, which has a deep 
hold upon my love; to my duty to you in your 
united action; and my greater duty to the 
greater kingdom of God to which all Christians 
and Churches owe their first allegiance, I am 
constraiped to believe your call to be a call of 
God and as such I most cordially accept the 
call and the duty which acceptance involves. 
1 would name January thirteenth next as the 
beginning of my term of service. This ac 
ceptance is subject to advice of council called 
to act upon my resignation. Praying the bless- 
ing of God upon our united efforts as co- 
laborers of Godin His vineyard, and wishing 
you grace, mercy and peace, I subscribe myself, 
Your brother in Christ.
